During  1947  both  the  quantity  and  cuality  of  the  Water  Supply 
was  satisfactory  all  water  being  supplied  by  the  South  East  Cornwall 
Water  Board.  The  supply  is  piped  throughout  the  area  and  the  chemical 
and  Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  every  quarter  or  oftener 
if  requested  at  the  source. 

During  the  year  good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  laying  of  water 
mains  at  the  Sunrising  Estate  and  the  properties  connected  thereto* 

The  number  of  houses  is  1167  and  the  water  is  carried  to  1157* 


Drainage  &  Sewerage  Disposal 


Owing  to  the  labour  and  materials  situation  and  the  fact  that 
Private  Enterprise  was  restricted  it  has  not  been  possible  to  go 
ahead  with  the  East  Cliff  Sewerage  scheme. 

The  scheme  for  Sunrising  Estate  is  well  in  hand  and  the  18  houses 
have  been  connected.
